Response to After Final Arguments and Amendment 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but the present amendments raise 
new issues that would require additional consideration and/or searching. 

However, in response to Applicant's professed confusion with regard to the 
rejection of claims 1,11, and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, the following 
attempts to shed light on the reasoning set forth in the Final Office Action previously 
submitted. Newly added explanatory text has been underlined for your convenience. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based 
on a disclosure which is not enabling. The step of cryomilling a NiCrAlY powder prior to 
thermally spraying the cryomilled powder appears to be critical or essential to the 
practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the 
disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). To 
achieve the nanocrystalline, nano-composite bond coat, the step of cryomilling a 
NiCrAlY powder appears to be essential in forming the article, and as such, this 
limitation should be in the independent claims. The Examiner has not abandoned the 
earlier contention that both limitations of cryomilling and thermally spraying must be 
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present in the claims. As the claims presently recite, as previously amended, the step 
of thermally spraying the NiCrAlY powder the rejection now requires cryomilling of the 



step of cryomilling applies only to an alumina powder and not the NiCrAlY powder. 
Thus an essential step as noted by the Examiner is not present in the claims.
